pose of ch atlas a comslituton for the United 
dtates, and | believe | was the youngest mem- 
ber of that body. The great and good Wash- 
myton was chosen our president, and Dr 
Franklin, among other great men, was a dele 
gate trom Pennsylvania. A disposition was 
svon discovered in some members tu diypliy 
oratorncal flourishes—but the good sense and 
diwerction of the majority put down all such 
attempts. We had cosvened to dehberate 
upon, and, if possible, eflect a great national 
uljyect—to search for political wisdom and 
truth; Usese we meant to pursue with sin- 
phety, and to avou every es whuch would 
have a tendency to divert our attentian or 
perplex our scheme, 

A great variety of projects were proposed, 
all republican im their yencral outlines, but 
dittering in their details. it was, theretore, 
determined that certain elementary principles 
should at first be established, in each branct, 
of the intended constitution, and afterwards 
the details should be debated and filled up. 

There was little or no difficulty im deter 
mining upon the elementary priaciples—such 
as, fur iustance, that the government should 
bea republican represcatalive government ; 
that it should be divided into three branches, 
1. @. legislative, executive, avi judieval, &e, But, 
when Me organization of ihe respective 
branghes of the i gislature came under con-

When the convention had adjourned over 
to the next day, the delegates of the four 
smallest states—thet is, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, and Delaware—con- 
vened to consult what course wes to be pur- 
sued in the important crisie at which we had 
arrived. After serious investigation it was 
solemnly determined to ask fur a 
dtion the next morning, and if it was not 

anted, or if, when granted, that offensive 

ature of the constituiion could not be ex- 
pu and the fwoller states put upon an 
footing with the largest, we would se- 
cede from the convention, and returning to 
our constituents, inform them that no compact 
could be formed with the large states, but one 
which would sacrifice our sovereignty and in- 
dependence.

This disclosure, it may readily be suppos- 
el, produced an immediate and great eacite- 
ment in every part of the house. Several 
members were immediately onthe floer to 
express their surprise of indignation! ‘hey 
represented that the question bad received a 
full and fair investigation, and hud been de- 
finitively settled by a very lage majority — 


reasonable, for one of the minoity to pro- 
pose a re-consideration, at the moment ther 
act had become a matter of reeord, and with- 
out pretending that any new light could be 
thrown on the « test ; that, if such prece- 
dent should be established, it would in future 
be imposmble to say when any one point wes

FUROPE., 

The recent arrivals from Europe bring in-- 
teresting but painful particulars of the state 
of England and Ireland. Notwithstanding 
the amount of liberal contr.butions in several 
of the districts most exposed to want by the 
variation of trade, numeroasg familics have 
scarcely been able to procure a sustenance of 
the most wretched materials, and lite, or ao 
promise is found in the present state of things 
to warrant a hope of an immediate melioration 
of the condition of the suffering operators. 
The demand for manufactures is not sufficient 
to employ one half of those who depend upon 
the loom and the shuttle for their daily bread 
~-the usual resort has been had in similar 
troubses, that of selling piece-meal their ward- 
robes and furniture. The poor wretches 
are always without credit—and now the in- 
clemency of autumn is adding its horrors of 
cold and disease to that of famine and icle- 
ness. Much has been anticipated from the 
recent measures of the ministry, in issuing an 
order in council for the introduction of oats, 
Ke.—doubiless this measure will be attended 
by many mitigatory effects; it will prevent a 
rise in the necessaries of Jife—but it should 
be borne in mind that this admission of grain 
is not on account of the poverty of the people, 
but the absolute failure of crops—three out 
of five of the edibies having been almost en- 
titely cut off—-but even should the introdue- 
tion of grain be ever so great, where would 
the sufferers obtain the moncy to purchase it? 

In Ireland things are in a much worse state 
than in England—there are no poor laws in 
that miserable viee-kingdom, (we might, in 
reference to the treatment it has received, 
call it a kingdom of vice,) and sickness has 


Yong since followed in the track of tamine— 


and what sfarvation spares loathsome discase 
is sweeping to the grave. ‘The persons who 
hoki! the property of freland do not live upon 
their estates, and tuere are none to whom the 
sufferers can, by law, apply. 

In Russia, punishment for conspiracy, and 
the riot of coronation are occupying the pub- 
lic m.nds. From Greece, the accounts sre of 
the most disastrous kind ; defeat follows de- 
feat, and the handful of those who, having 
placed their life upon the die, must stand the 
cas', are retreating from one defence to 
snother, wit scarcely a gleam of hepe-—at 
no tune since the first effort of Greece to 
shake off the Turkish chain has her cause 
presented so discouraging an aspect. 

From Goustantinople, we learn Qiat the de. 
struction of tle Janwsaries ha not produce: 
wll the udvantages that were looked tor b 
other bodies in the Empire—different classes, 
it is likely, must soon yield, and it cannot be 
long befure the Mosque will yield up its trea- 
sure» to the throne.

feelings of tyranny, they have recently per- 
formed the horrid farce of an auto ve fe, in 
burning an unoffending Jew. 

This is Europe—let Americans avoid the 
vices as they would escape the slavery and 
wretchedness of the old work.

BEES.—The cruel system of smothering 
Bees may now be totally dispensed with by a 
plan recently adopted with complete suc 
cess, itis called * driving,” aud is easily ac 
complished , thus— At dusk, place a metal pot 
near where the old hive stands; bave a new 
hive prepared, with cross sticks, and cream 
and sugar smoared inside ; invert the obd hive 
tite the pot und quickly place the new one 
over it; Ge a cloth round the mecting of beth 
hives, 80 as to prevent any of the bers escap 
tag; then keep stoking the bottom of the 
metal pot, with an ren instrument, andin less 
than ten minutes all the bees willbe driven 
by the sound from the old to the new hive, 
then untic the cloth , and lft the new hive to 
the place where the old one stood, at the 
same time quickly covering the honey hive 
witha white cloth to prevent any of the bees 
returning tout. In the morning, lift a corner 
of the cloth so as to make a small aperture to 
let out any of the bes that: ould remain, and 
by striking the pot as before, they will in 
stantly depart, and joun their companions in 
the new settlement. It may be necessary 
te feed the bees well for atew days with su- 
gar, and they will proceed to work immedi. 
atcly after,
